We have in the 
United States 
2,155,000 
miles 
of 
roads, and 
100,000

overseers, and „xpend annu ally 
for 
their su pport, eighty millions of dol­ 
lars. To accou nt for this expense we 
have the worst roads to be fou nd in 
any civilized nation today. 
We have 
bu t few colleges

Eng­ 
land, France, Germany, Switzerland

can fool them only once; if they find 
that they have been deceived, they 
will not return, but will go to some 
other place. 
I have received some very interest­ 
ing letters from the beach towns, and 
would like to present them here, but 
that it would make these papers too 
tedious. 
These letters show that we 
may add several more thousands of 
dollars to the credit side of Good 
Roads. 
Bay City, which is the gate­ 
way of this county from Long Beach, 
has from thirty to forty automobile 
visitors daily. 
From four to five per­ 
sons to each of these machines means 
over two hundred visitors daily to 
the county, 73,000 annually, and we 
would have them, if only 
we 
had 
decent roads. 
There may be a few 
objections 
made to the bonding proposition; but 
we all know that this is the only way 
to raise a sufficient amount of money 
at one time. 
One objection made to 
the bonds is that our posterity will 
have to pay them. 
But why should 
it not, when it will reap the benefit 
of them? 
Some of our farmers object to the 
construction of uood Roads because 
they believe that they will solely or 
chiefly benefit the owners of automo­ 
biles, which is evidently a mistake. 
Automobiles are with us to stay, and 
the speed laws will be enforced when 
we have good roads as much as they 
would be without them. 
And when 
our roads are better and wider, road 
rights will not he so much of a con­ 
tested question. 
Then there will be 
an opportunity for teams and auto­ 
mobiles to meet, and pass each other 
without frightening the horses, or en­ 
dangering the automobiles on rought 
or soft road sides. 
Then the antagon­ 
ism now existing between the drivers' 
of teams <uid automobiles will begin 
to decrease, and it will not do so un­ 
til then. 
1 am in favor of 
petitioning 
the 
Board of Supervisors to purchase mo­ 
torcycles, equipped with speedometers 
to be mounted by plain-clothes dep­ 
uties, to run down and bring to jus­ 
tice the speed maniacs that 
infest 
our roads. 
When we get the 
good 
roads this method will be as neces­ 
sary as it is now, and we might as 
well begin it now. 
The sooner it is 
done the better it will be.

Anaheim Gazette: 
The work upon 
the proposed new sugar factory will 
be in progress inside of 90 days, and 
that a line of electric railway will be 
in course of construction before th* 
year is out, is the opinion 
held in 
well informed circles among 
those 
who are keeping in touch with these 
enterprises. 
The electric line is an 
essential to the success of the sugar 
factory. 
It will haul beets in from 
the west country, and will in all prob­ 
ability diverge from the main line at 
a point near Cypress. 
The line will 
come direct to this city, and branch 
north to the site of the factory. 
The 
line will also in all probability be 
extended from Cypress westward to 
Bay City, as 
between 
these 
two 
points lie thousands of fertije acres 
where the beets of superior 
excel­ 
lence are to be grown. 


This line will in all probability be 
the route followed by the road on its 
way to the upper valley. 
At Corona 
two thousand acres are read to sign 
up for beets. 


The committee in charge of solic­ 
iting stock subscriptions reports an 
enthusiasm among the people that au­ 
gers well for the success of the en­ 
terprise. 
The factory projectors de­ 
sire that $150,000 in stock 
be sub­ 
scribed, more for the moral support 
of the community than for the actual 
amount of cash involved. 
W hile San­ 
ta Ana raised upward of $200,000 for 
its factory two years ago, following a 
panicky financial situation, and while 
Anaheim is asked to raise a smaller 
amount at a time when banks have a 
plethoria of money at easy 
terms, 
yet it is known that even 
if 
this 
amount is not altogether subscribed, 
the factory will be built. 
Again, It 
is announced that the entire $150.000 
of stock subscription can be sold in 
Los Angeles in a day, 
for 
sugar 


stock is the most desirable 
on 
the 
market today. 
An option upon 55 acres 
of land 
north of town, and 
adjoining 
the 
Santa Fe tracks, will 
probably 
be 
closed next week. 
This will be the 
first step in clinching the factory, and 
there exists no doubt that money will 
be subscribed in sufficient quantity 
to close the deal. 
This done, there 
will remain nothing except to begin 
work upon the building, which, it is 
thought, wil be in progress by July 
1st or soon thereafter. 
W ith work 
upou the factory actually iu progress 
will come procuring 
contracts 
for 
beets and the means of hauling them 
in. 
The Pacific Electric company has 
had the matter before it for several 
months, and has decided to build to 
the factory as soon as right of way 
matters can be settled. 
Col. 
Pills- 
bury at first favored a site south of 
Brookhurst, but the New Yorkers in­ 
sist on the site north of town. These 
New Yorkers, Charles Warner, C. H. 
Perkins and A. R. Peck, have been 
in this locality several times during 
the past two years. 
They represent 
$28 ,000,000 capital. 
They own a fac­ 
tory at Lyons, N. Y., which is closed 
down, on account of a lack of beets, 
and the best parts of this 
factory 
will be moved here. 
They went over 
ttie beet fields of this 
county 
last 
fall, and pronounced them 
mag nifi­ 
cent. 
In the East an av erag e tan ­ 
nage of five tons per acre is raised, 
while the average for Orange county 
is 15 to ns, an d so me lalda p ro d— 
20 tons. 
The Eastern sugar content 
is from 8 to 12, while at Los Ala- 
mitos last y ear the seaso nal av erag e 
was 20, and the year before 
19%. 
These men have had offers from Im­ 
perial to locate their factory 
there, 
but a test of the land fo r beets show­ 
ed It to be Inferio r. 
Orang e co unty 
offered them what they were lo o k in g 
for, and Anaheim was the site select­ 
ed. 
Mr. Hadsall in speaking of the pros­ 
pects for a successful sugar factory 
here, said Orange county is undoubt­ 
edly the greatest sugar beet section 
in the wo rld. 
Climatic 
conditions, 
coupled with richness of soil, combine 
to produce the richest beets and best 
to nnag e. Imperial valley was tested, 
and beets raised there lacked in sug ­ 
ar essentials. 
Warm, sunshiny days 
and cool nights form ideal weather 
conditions, and the rich soil of the 
valley combines to bring the beet to 
perfection here. 
The factory will cost $850,000. This 
includes a $200,000 plant for convert­ 
ing pulp into stockfeed. 
Refuse wa­ 
ter will be clarified and used for pur­ 
poses of irrigation. 
That 
sufficient 
acreage will be obtained is indicated 
by the fact that Southern California 
factories operating last year refused 
acreage, and one sold 6000 tons 
of 
beets to another factory.
